“Christian Scientists do wot decéive,” 
he continued, “They do not claim to 
practise medicine, They live up to the 
regulations regarding sanitation and re- 
porting contagious diseases to the proper 
health authorities.” 

After reading the tenets of The Mother 
Chureb, The First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, in Boston, he closed with a few 
remarks to show that Christian Scien- 
tists were seeking to live up to the! 
teachings of the Bible and that Jegis- 
Jation against them would not be for 
the interest of the community, 

Mr. Bates told the committee that it 
has been the custom in Massachusetts 
not to legislate unless there was found 
to be need for a change. He maintained 
that it had not been shown by the 
board of registration that there was such 
a need. 

“The present law relative to registra- 
tion and medical practise has been inter- 
preted by the courts of the common. 
wealth to be sufficient to amply protect 
the public,” he said. “Yet, nearly every 
vear an attempt has been made to amend 
this law to make it detrimental to Chris- 
tian Scientists and other healers, not 
medical doctors. These attempts have

been repeatedly frustrated here and iN}

“President Taft recently recognized | 
the right of healing by prayer in the 
Canal Zone over which the national 
government has direct jurisdiction. An 
order had gone out which could have 
Leen interpreted to prohibit the practise 
of mental healing. When the President 
learned this he immediately issued aun- 
other order amending the first by pro- 
viding that its provisions should not 
apply to those who practised healing 
as @ part of the religious beliefs.” 

Mr. Bates then answered a number of 
arguments made by opponents. He said 
Christian Scientists report contageous 
diseases, a3 Was expressly requested by 
Mrs. Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science. “If there are found 
cases where mental healers or medical 
healers do not report such cases, then 
the remedy is to make the law stricter 
by imposing a heavier penalty for its 
violation, not by wiping out any one 
class of healers,” said Mr. Bates. 

To legislate as the board of registra- 
tion asked and prevent the practise of 
Christian Science in Massachusetts would 
deprive her citizens of a healing court of 
last resort, argued Mr. Bates. “It is 
well known,” he said, “that about 75 
per cent of the cases treated by Christian 
Scientists had already been given up by 
the doctors. I want an opportunity if I 
find it necessary to ask for Christian 
Science treatment and I want this right 
retained for the other people of the 
state.” ' 

Dr. Harvey in rebuttal said that it 
was not the board's intention to ask for 
legislation that would be detrimental to 
mental healers. .

The bridge at Clinton was destroved 
Feb. 16, 1908. It is declared that the 
use of the word “material” being stored 
near the bridge referred to explosives. 
At least that is the interpretation placed 
on it by the government. 

Specific charges that the dynamite con- 
spiracy was conducted with full knowl- 
edge of members of the executive board 
of the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, including 
President Ryan; that the whole conspir- 
acy, extending over years, was recorded 
on paper, and that Ortie E. McManigal, 
the confessed dynamiter, was shifted 
shuttlelike over the country on many 
missions of destruction are contained in 
the indictment, which also charges Ryan, 
Herman S. Hochin of Detroit, A. J. 
Young of Boston, John T. Butler of Buf- 
falo and Frank C. Webb of New York 
with conducting the conspiracy through 
the mail, and names all of the 54 de- 
fendants as abettors. 

It declares that a regular system of 
pointing out non-union steel and iron 
construction jobs was carried on and 
that the executive members not only 
contributed money to buy explosives but 
assisted in the work which McManigal 
was to do. 

The basis of all the charges lies chiefly 
in 40,000 letters and telegrams taken 
from the workers’ international head- 
quarters. These letters purport to have 
been passed between Kyan, Webb and 
various other officials and business agents. 

The principal allegations in the indict- 
ment, which is one of 32, are that Mr. 
Ryan wrote to J. J. McNamara in Indi- 
anapolis that he had looked over a job 
in Clinton, Ia., and described a new bridge 
there that was later blown up. An- 
other charge is that Edward Clark, in 
Cincinnati, in February, 1908, wrote to 
MeNamara, saying: “It would be a fool-

Meanwhile 
the antagonism between Senator La 
Follette and Mr. Roosevelt is working 
to the advantage of Mr. Taft in several 
States, In Indiana the progressives 
probably constitute a Majority of the 
Republican party and yet they are di- 
vided into La Follette and 
camps which are so hostile that there is 
no intercourse between them. Mr. Bev- 
eridge, a progressive, is unable to take 
any hand in the contest because he has 
friends in both camps and does not want 
to offend any of them, 

The Taft Republicans of the state in 
the meantime are solidly organized and 
working under experienced leaders. They 
already have a county organization and 
it is the opinion of disinterested men 
that Mr. Taft will wet the Indiana dele- 
gation at the Chicago conference.

“R. p.” stands for the French 
sentence, Repondez, s'il vous plait.

APPLE PIE WITH VARIATION S 


Sometimes dressed up with other frit 


HERE are as many ways of making 

an apple pie as there are differences | 
in the American palates that appreciate 
its worth. 

One of the greatest errors the ama 
teur pie maker is likely to be guilty of 
is sweetening her apple pies before they 
are — The second is to use too plain 
a crust. A plain crust is allowable for a 
berry pie 
but never with one of apple. An apple 
pie demands the tenderest and finest 
crust that it is possible to fabricate. 

Neither is it possible to make a good 
pie of hard, ordinary apples, though it 
is attempted every day, housekeepers be- 
ing too often possessed of the notion 
that any kind of an apple can go into 
a pie. They seem to think that tf the 
crust is good it will atone for the filling. 
And here at least reason whi 
one sees so many flavorless apple pies. 

Select ripe, tart apples. Put the pie 
into a very hot oven on the lower shell, 
and, as it cooks on the bottom, lift it 
to the top shelf to brown. Then lift it 
out of the oven, remove the cover, 
sweeten the filling with sugar, and add 
nutmeg or any spices desired. Mix the 
sugar and spices thoroughly with the 
apples. Add a teaspoonful of butter and 
stir that in also. Replace the cover and 
set the pie back into the oven, dredging 
a little powdered sugar over the top. 
Let it stand @ moment or two in the 
oven, or, if the oven has been slightly 
cooled off, let it stand a few moments 
longer. One housewife lets her apple 
pies stand 10 minutes in a very slow 
oven after they are cooked and the sugar 
and spices are added. 

A world-famou. chef, who has a lib- 
eral sprinkling of American recipes in 
his cookbooks, flavors his apple pies with 
cinnamon instead of nutmeg, using a 
saltspoonful of ground cinnamon to 
every four apples. In some localities 
they add three cloves and half a lemon 
rind (grated) to the apple filling, and 
eal| it Irish-American pie. Tarts pre- 
pared in this way make a change. 

To vary the usual accompaniment of 
cheese, the cheese might be grated over 
the crust and then set in the oven to 
melt. 

One or two spoonfuls of other fruit is 
occasionally used to “dress up” a plain 
apple pie. For example, farmers’ wives 
occasionally sprinkle the top of the pie, 
before putting on the crust, with about 
half a cupful of preserved grapes. A 
few cooked cranberries may take the 
place of gtapes. They will color the pie 
a delicate pink and add a “tang” to the 
flavor. Iff the berries have not been 
properly sweetened, extra sugar should 
be added. 

Some housekeepers who like eccentric- 
ities add a few dates to an apple pie.

TOOLED LEATHER 


The art of tooling leather has been 
enthusiastically Articles made 
of leather thus treated are decidedly

Sheet leather of a russet color is used. 
which does not tear 
firm and flexible. 
Sheepskin, fine calfskin, goatskin, seal- 
skin and pigskin are used for different 
articles., 

The tools made of steel are more rea- 
sonable, but those of brass, agate, ivory 
and horn are better to work the leather. 

The leather must be soaked in water 
ten minutes, according to 
its thickness. If you desire a deep im- 
pression, cover the entire surface of the 
back with molding wax. Tack the 
leather upon a board. This should be 
made in three layers to prevent warping. 

Draw your design upon paper, care- 
fully applying it to fit the space to be 
covered. Transfer the design by placing 
it over the leather and carefully follow 
the outline with a tracing wheel. Go 
over the lines with a lead pencil before 
tooling it. Heat the irons by a small 
gas or alcohol lamp, and tool the leather. 

The design may be tinted or gilded, if 
desired. Book covers, chair backs, panels, 
card cases and numerous other articles 
are effective made of tooled leather.—

Tue mavor of Indianapolis was not favor- 
ably inpressed by New York city's public 
markets; rather the reverse. To begin 
with, as he told the Daughters of Indiana at 
their annual dinner in that citv, he had a hard 
tune ftmding the markets. He made two 
round trips of the city looking for them, he 
said, and fmally, under guidance of a news- 
paper reporter, he came upon the two market 
places called aiter Washington and Jefferson. 
To say that they surprised him would hardly give proper expression 
io tis sensations. “Why,” he declared, addressing the banqueters. 
‘we have grocety stores m Indianapolis that beat vour markets.” Of 
‘ater miterest, however, were Mavor Shank’'s references to the man- 
the metropolitan market and its influence on prices. He 
Was told, tor mstance, that the tenants of Washington market pay 
SH4.000 a vear for rent, and that it costs $9000 a year to keep the 
inarket clean. It costs only $5000 a year to keep the Indianapolis 
market im order, he said. and he added: “These men in Washing- 
ion market ought not to have to pay a cent. -The market was donated 
to the ely and the taxpayers pay tor the upkeep. They ought to 
vet the benefit of it. Of course, the tenants have to charge high 
prices to pay ther rent. There ought not to be any rent. The tax 
payers ought to get the benelit of the $64,000 a vear rent in lower

prices for their food.” , 

But is not this where Mavor Shank runs counter to the simplest 
principle m econonnes? He would not only have municipal pater- 
nalism. but he would have it tor the benefit of the few who occupy 
stalls in city markets and tor the turther benefit of the comparativels 
few who patronize them. If the tenants of Washington and Jeffer- 
son markets are to be granted salesrooms rent free at the cost of 
the taxpayers, it would be only common fairness for the taxpavers 
to make sumilar provision for the thousands of grocers, butchers and 
produce dealers who conduct private markets in different parts of 
the city. In many instances these private storekeepers are compelled 
to pay much higher rents than those paid by the stall tenants in 
the public markets. They must maintain more elaborate and, gener- 
ally speaking. more expensive establishments. Moreover, these 


pevple are taxpayers; they contribute largely toward not merely the 


upkeep of the public markets, but toward the support of the munici-’ 


pal, state and natjonal governments. Why should they be discrim- 
inated against ? 

They are compelled to charge for #heir wares in proportion to 
the, expenses they imcur mm domg business, but this is an inflexible 
law of trade. Drive them out of business by creating an unfair 
competition, such as Mayor Shank proposes, and many thousands 
of others, also contributors to public prosperity, will be driven out 
of employment. New York city itself is sunply a great market. All 
should have an equal chance within its walls. The law contemplates 
that-all shall have this chance. If it 1s a fact that despite the law all 
do not have an equal chance, that defect in the existing economic 
system 1s not to be corrected by creating and building up a privileged 
class, even though this class be composed of marketmen. They 
would sevon cease to be marketmen and become monopolists and 
multi-millionaires. Mayor Shank is doubtless struggling for the 
right; but the problems of our time are hardly to be solved by going 
back to paternalism or medievalisth.

and fully at the beginning of a case, is to be the goal; and to this 
ideal rather than to victory for the client counsel should be held, not 
only by public opimon, batt by the professional code. -\s it Is now, 
a lawver voluntarily disclosing evidence helpful to an opposing liti-

gant s case can be sued by a client for malpractise. 

That a man holding the strategic position in shaping protes 
sidnal ideals which Professor Pound holds by reason of his Harvard 
law school position and his editorial utterances as a writer tor law 
journals, should be thinking and talking thus is signiticant; and Ins 
pot of view has just been indorsed in a talk given to Boston Uni 
versity law school students by Sherman L. Whipple, one of the 
leaders of the Boston bar. With a long experience of court practise 
back of him, and aware. as he savs, that public confidence in the 
courts is diminished and that procedure 1s antiquated, Mr. Whipple 
calls for a new code of professional ethics in the matter of use of 
evidence. He would abolish the rule that now permits lawyers to 
withhold evidence if against a clients interests. Not secrecy, but 
fullest publicitv, not ambuscades but a square contest with all the 
facts before the court, counsel and jurors should be the rule, he 
says. When business men can come into a court and find as fyll 
and complete data with reference to a dispute promptly laid betore 


all concerned as they would insist upon as a matter of course before 


proceeding with consideratidn of a proposition of sale and purchase 
of a business organization, then merchants and traders will have 
recourse to courts oftener and respect them more than they do now. 

As in business, so in international diplomacy the conquering con- 
ception of practise is coming to be not dissimulation and finesse, but 
frankness as to desires and candor as to opinions, and then intelli- 
sent agreement based on all available facts. The pursuit of justice 
by the modern democracy 1s so deep and so generally diffused a pas- 
sion that in its veritism and realism it Will not tolerate shrewd devices 
in which a former time saw no harm.

The constitutions of the states have a meaning, a meaimng and 
an importance defined by the federal constitution.

‘The exercise of that right is a state right and 
must be defended by the states through their citizens. No right, 
properly speaking. ever falls into disuse or ever loses its importance, 
but a weak reliance upon the central government tor those things 
that must be furmished by the individual states 1s a surrender to gov- 
ernment by formula, wherein the rights and aspirations of the indi- 
vidual citizens through their state government are consumed by a 
single and domineering power. 

\s the federal government may consume those of the states. so 
mav those of the states consume the rights of the citizens in the matter 
of the right of personal choice and of a life in accordance with 
individual conscience. ‘The further this subject 1s examined, the 
more our readers avill find that the question of “state's rights” 1s 
one never separated from political and personal conduct: “state's 
rights’ for many years to come must be the balance against arbi- 
trary power as the constant temptation of centralized povernment, 
but each citizen must for himself detend his “state's rights” against 
all usurpation, whether im his state or in the nation at large

The Spanish government has just appomted several committees 
with instructions to go to the bottom of the situation tor the purpose 
of,learning whether it will not be possible to stem the westward tide. 
Much uncultivated or poorly cultivated soil in Spain needs atten- 
tion, and, while it 1s true that with the new progressive policy that 
followed the war with the United States, many reforms were insti- 
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tuted to aid the peasantry, it seems to be a question whether the 
government has gone tar enough. For this feason great interest 
attaches to the investigation now under way. | 

As for inducements offered by the South American republics, 
these seem almost irresistible in the eves of the prospective immi- 
grant. Argentina, especially, offers newcomers every advantage to 
tnake them feel at home. There is this to be considered, besides. in 
the case of the Spanish mmigrant, that he is equipped betorehand 
with the language of the new country, and this naturally gives him 
mimediate and opportune access where others less fortunate have 
to bide their time. 

As a rule, European emigration comes as a relief to over- 
populated countries. But when once the Hood gates are opened wide 
it 1s apparent that the need for home workers may dawn suddenly 
upon such nations.

‘ushing to unload on the congested markets. Their great effort is 
to reach certain big markets: and they will reach them all at one 
time, so that prices may get thoroughly smashed. In the meantime 
they ignore and pass over markets nearer home, markets that must, 
of course, be supplied later on by the big markets in which apples 
The peach raisers, the strawberry raisers, the 


ere selling tor a song. 
vegetable raisers, the corn and wheat raisers, the egg, poultry and 
butter raisers, all practically do the same thing. The cold storage 
warehouses and elevators of the big markets will not hold the produce 
that during the rush is thrown into them at any price, while the towns 
and small cities, to say nothing ot the villages and hamlets, where 
people must also have things to eat, are literally stripped of their 
natural supplies. 

The orchardists of Oregon have been organized heretofore in a 
disjointed way for the purpose of remedying this condition. But 
the Oregonian of Portland 1s now, in vigorous and able fashion, 
advising them to go farther. It tells them that they may well take 
a leaf out of the book of the Calitornia Fruitgrowers Exchange, a 
federation of local associations of citrus fruit growers. 
that this organization handles about 60 per cent of the Calitornmia 
citrus crop at a merely nominal cost to the individual grower, and 
handles iy to the advantage of all parties concerned. In doimg 
it employs a manager to whom it pays a salary of $8000 a vear and 
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The systenl imtroduced by this 
organization prevents the very conditions that have in the past demor- 
alized the apple industry not only of Oregon, but of the entire 
Pacific Northwest. 

Such a retorm as that proposed in Oregon has interest for 
producers and consumers everywhere. There is plenty of everything 
and to spare in this country every year; where there is apparent 
lack the lack 1s the direct consequence of a system of distribution that 
utterly fails to distribute efficiently.
